of Hearst and the republican cam ­ 
paign m anagers whereby the entire 
republican state ticket, with the ex­ 
ception 
of 
lieutenant 
governor, 
which place was to go to Hearst per­ 
sonally, was ditched and John .T. 
Hopper of this city, was nominated 
for governor and H earst for lieu­ 
tenant governor. 
About th a t tim e 
repose seemed 
to have set 
in and 
a motion was hastily made th at the 
other places on the ticket be 
un­ 
filled 
until the arrival of Hearst, 
who will arrive 
from Europe to­ 
night or early tomorrow. There is 
a possibility that with the arrival 
of Hearst th e convention may he

Harmonious Surroundings of Tremendous Moral Value, Espe­ 
cially in the Rearing of 'Children 
T 


O many people it is rather hard 
to understand why, in spite of 
the multitude of text books 
ubl i shed on 
art 
and 
now 


niture 
and 
dark 
oak 
woodwork, 
or 
golden oak with white paint. 
The pre­ 
vailing fashion of the day tends towards 


i sons, is the wrong way to set about dec­ 
orating and furnishing a house. 
Hie 
chief 
problem 
of 
interior 
decoration 
may be summed up in its general out­ 
lines as follows: to maintain proper re­ 
lations 
between 
walls, 
furniture 
and 
draperies. 
To secure the best results 
these elements should be approached in 
the following order: First, treatment of 
the 
walls: 
second, 
floor 
coverings; 
third, furniture. 
And there 
are 
two 
words that should always be kept in 
m ind: “proportion” and “balance 
Some writers on aesthetic' think that 
severity. 
This is a good 
fad, as it j interior decoration should form a part 
P 
taught in the elementary schools, there 
is still such an amating amount of ugli­ 
ness in the home. 
V arious foolish rea­ 
sons are given, such as ‘ lack of time.’’ 
“too busy.” and sometimes “can't afford 
it.” 
Those are very easily knocked on 
the head by pointing out that rooms 
which are a perfect marvel of hideous­ 
ness have l>een brought to that state by 
a great deal of pains— far more than 
would have been necessary to make the 
place really ornamental. 
As for "can’t 
afford it.” I hate stood in department 
stores and watched people deliberately 
scorn really nice looking furniture and 
pay more for things that were a regular 
eyesore. 
The truth is. that many people are 
still rather afraid of the word "artis­ 
tic.” 
And those who aren't don’t know 
what it really means, consequently 
it 
comes to mean a lot of bewildering clap­ 
trap. 
It is not generally appreciated that 
beautiful surroundings have a distinct 
moral value. 
Especially is this true of 
children. 
You will find that people of 
trivial tastes nearly always live in homes 
cluttered 
up 
with 
cheap 
bric-a-brac, 
with furniture intended to be showy and 
succeeding in being vulgar. 
It is ob­ 
vious that children brought up in places 
where everything has been bought and 
arranged with a sole view to making a 
fictitious display of more money than 
the family possesses will imbibe the idea 
that pretending is the chief object of ex­ 
istence and that the worthiest person is 
the most successful liar. 
And the most 
pitiful part of it all is that you can buy 
really good furniture and decorations 
for less money than you pay for the gro­ 
tesque. 
You can have a home that is 
really harmonious, pleasant and restful 
'or less money than you nay for one 
that is only a storehouse for conglom­ 
erate testimonials to foolishness. 
Generally speaking, 
there are four 
kinds of furniture. 
There is the kind 
in which the construction is poor, ma­ 
terials unreliable and 
the 
appearance I makes for simplicity and gets away from I of every, public school curriculum. 
In 


canons. 
If this is being done properly 
and the children are well grounded in 
what they are taught, there seems no 
reason why they should not also learn 
how to apply these canons to their home 
environment. 
“Proportion is the good breeding of 
architecture.”

also to interior decoration, and in this 
connection proportion may be defined 
more exactly as the proper balance o f!

Is Most Serious Question— 
Cow’s Fluid Must Be Kept 
Scrupulously Clean 


By HENRY DWIGHT CHAPIN, M.D. 
T 


H E first few years of life are, 
physiologically considered, the 
m ost 
im portant 
ones 
we 
live. During the opening years, 
m ilk—that universal anim al fluid— is 
the m ost im portant single factor en­ 
tering into life. 
It is the only food 
we possess that is com plete in itself. 
U nfortunately, civilization is particu­ 
larly hard on the human m other, so 
th at too oftela she cannot or will not 
suckle her young. 
Those who have 
had much to do with the feeding of 
infants constantly see tho seriousness 
of this question, and are making great 
efforts to conserve and encourage this 


clean, fresh cow's m ilk, and already 
the good results of this crusade are 
being seen in lessening sickness and 
death. 
Most of the changes taking place in 
milk are due to the presence and 
growth of bacteria. 
These are m icro­ 
scopic, colorless little plants belong­ 
ing to the class called fungi. 
They 
are closely related to th e yeasts, and 
increase in num bers a t a prodigious 
rate. 
If nothing interferes in twenty- 
four hours a single one of these germ s 
could produce about seventeen m illion 
others. 
As a m atter of fact they 
do not usually increase so rapidly, 
since the various kinds m aintain a 
sort of w arfare among them selves, 
and, a3 everyw here else in nature, 
only the fittest survive. 
The rapidity 
of Increase depends largely upon the 
kind of bacteria and the tem perature 
rto which the milk is subjected. Below 
45 degrees F. there is com paratively 
little growth: but as the tem perature 
approaches IOO degrees F. the rat© 
of growth increases m ost rapidly. 
It 
has been found that dirty milk is al­ 
ways largely contam inated with bac­ 
teria.

Moreover, as they exist in 
m ilk, it is often difficult, if not impos­ 
sible, to tell whether the harm less or 
dangerous kind predominates. 
Som e bacteria simply cause a sour­ 
ing of the m ilk, while others may 
produce dangerous 
digestive 
distur­ 
bances. 
Certain infectious diseases 
may likew ise be spread through the 
medium of milk. 
Scarlet fever, diph-1 
theria, typhoid fever, and tuberculo­ 
sis come under this class, but rho 
cow itself is only responsible for the 
last mentioned disease, as it never 
suffers from the others. 
The germ s 
of the first three affections get into 
the milk through carelessness in the 
dairy or store, in washing of cans, 
or by direct contact with persons hav­ 
ing 
these 
diseases 
or 
discharges. 
W hile a tubercular cow may give milk 
affected with these germ s, it is an 
open question whether this method 
of the spread of consumption has not 
been exaggerated. 
A little knowledge of how bacteria 
acts soon shows us what precautions 
to take and will free us from needless 
alarm . 
Our first care m ust be to keep 
milk from contact with dust and dirt, 
as these are the common agents in 
tarrying bacteria. 
The cow is not 
naturally a very clean anim al. 
Sh© 
lies in puddles and mud, and all sorts 
of im purities thus get plastered over 
lier body. 
P articles of dry dirt drop 
into the can during m ilking, and lr. 
warm weather the flies bother the ani­ 
m als, causing a constant sw itching of 
: their tails. 
A careful observer found 
j that one fly contam inated a sterile 
pail of milk with 21,000 bacteria. 
The 
m ilking should not be done where 
there is much dry hay about, and the 
dirt must be removed from the cow 
] by careful grooming. 
If the m ilking 
is then done by someone with clean 
j bands and clothes, and in a clean bam 
I or outhouse free from dust and dirt. 


we will be a long way on the road 
to secure clean wholesome milk. 


Keep it Cool. 
T h e next im portant detail is to cool 
the milk as quickly as possible and 
keep it so. 
The bacteria of all kinds 
that 
increase 
with 
such 
m arvelous 
rapidity in 
warm 
m ixtures 
cannot 
grow when the tem perature is below 
45 to 50 degrees F. This chilling of 
the milk was form erly accom plished 
by the farm er placing the cans in cool 
springs soon after m ilking. 
In sum­ 
mer, however, it is safer to use ice, as 
the tem perature of the springs may 
not be low enough to chol the milk 
sufficiently. 
During 
transportation, 
and until used, tho milk should be 
kept cool by being packed in "ice or 
placed in refrigerators. 
In m ost of our large cities an extra 
grade of clean milk for infants is 
now furnished by the oversight of 
M edical 
Milk 
Com m issions. 
These 
consist of a num ber of physicians ap­ 
pointed by tho local medical society, 
w-ho draw up a series of rules for the 
guidance of the milk producer and 
dealer. 
If these 
careful 
rules 
are 
carried out. and they are enforced 
by 
oversight 
of 
the 
farm 
and 
frequent exam inations c f the 
milk, 
the 
bottles 
containing 
such 
milk 
have 
a 
special 
Ptamp, 
and 
it 
is 
known as “Certified Milk.” 
If such 
milk can be procured it is safer for 
infants and little children, especially 
in summer, as the extra cleanliness 
and uniform strength m ake it less 
liable than ordinary m ilk to cause 
disturbances. 
It is in hot w eather 
that dirty milk is especially liable to 
poison the child. 
All milk that is to 
be given to little children should be 
delivered in sealed bottles, and not 
furnished by being dipped out of open 
cans. 
Dirt and dust find ready access 
to ipilk handled iu an open w-ay. Milk 
not only take 3 in bacteria, but ab­ 


sorbs odors w-hen it is thus openly 
exposed. 
If it is placed uncovered in 
a refrigerator, the flavors of m eats, 
vegetables and other surrounding ar­ 
ticles will quickly be com m unicated 
to it. 
It is best to place the closed 
m ilk bottle directly in contact with 
the ice, especially in summer, as I 
have found that the tem perature of 
the average refrigerator is not as 
low in hot w eather as is commonly 
supposed, som etim es being as high 
as 65 or 70 degrees F. 


Avoid Chemicals. 
Besides keeping it cool, there are 
two other m ethods of preserving m ilk. 
By sim ple boiling, or by superheating 
according to the process known as 
pasteurizing (165 degrees F .) or steril­ 
izing (212 degrees F .), m ost of the 
bacteria are killed and the milk thus 
kept from turning sour. 
The second 
method consists of adding chem ical 
preservatives to the m ilk, the ones 
m ost commonly used being boric acid, 
borax, salicylic acid and 
form alde­ 
hyde. 
These substances usually m ake 
the milk more difficult to digest and 
are injurious in them selves if con­ 
stantly taken. 
Even superheating the 
milk produces certain changes that 
interfere 
som ewhat 
with 
assim ila­ 
tion. 
As far as little 
children 
are 
concerned, It is b etter to give them 
clean, fresh m ilk, whose sw eetness is 
m aintained by sim ple cold, if such can 
be obtained. 
If one is not sure of 
the milk supply, it may bo safer to 
pasteurize, especially in summer. 
Although m ost people think of milk 
entirely as fluid, it really becom es 
a solid when it reach es the stom ach 
and gets in con tact with the digestive 
secretions. 
T h is happens 
from 
the 
peculiar quality known as curdling 
which is seen whon rennet is added 
or ordinary

All m ilks, howTever, 
do not curdle in the sam e way. Some 
curdle in soft m asses, and others in 
tough stringy portions. 
There is a 
reason for this, as in every other 
phenomenon seen in nature. 
Milk is 
intended not only «to 
nourish 
the 
young, but to develop its digestive 
tract, so that later on it can take care 
of m ore solid food. Soft curdling and 
hard curdling m ilks are intended for 
anim als that will have very different 
digestive tracts when they are grow-n. 
The soft curdling milk for the human 
infant is intended for a being that 
has one sm all stom ach and a com para­ 
tively sim ple 
digestive 
tract, 
that 
eventually can only digest food that 
has been carefully chewed and m asti­ 
cated. 
T h e hard curdling milk for 
the calf is intended for an anim al 
with four stom achs and an elaborate 
digestive tra ct that can later digest 
great stringy m asses of hay and grass. 
T h is affords a beautiful exam ple of 
now nature m akes this elem ental fluid 
work out an im portant developm ental 
function, in addition to nourishing the 
young. 
It also shows that m ilks are 
not readily interchangeable, and how 
im portant it is for the m other of every 
species of anim al to nourish her own 
young. 
As the curd (protein) of cow’s m ilk 
is not only harder but also present in 
larger am ount than in woman's m ilk, 
the cow’s m ilk m ust be diluted before 
being given to the young infant. Sim ­ 
ple w ater or cereal gruels may bo 
used for this purpose. 
The latter tend 
to m ake the curd softer and more 
flocculent, as it is found iu m other’s 
milk. 
^ By diluting tho cow’s 
milk 
on account of the curd, wTe are in 
danger of giving too little fat to tho 
infant. 
T his is obviated by rem oving 
certain layers- from the ’ top of the 
quart bottle, which
